The candidates filed statewide slates 
for Ohio’s prim ary election with the 
se c re ta ry of s ta te 's office here 
Thursday Other delegate slates were 
filed in congressional districts around 
the state 
The surprise cam e from Reagan's 
campaign, which began its Ohio effurt 
early this week 
Reagan supporters 
filed a full slate of 28 delegates for at- 
large seats, plus district slates in 18 of 
Ohio's 23 congressional districts 
In both parties, one-fourth of the 
convention delegates are elected on 
the 
statew ide 
ballot, 
with 
the 
rem aining threefourths elected from 
the district slates 
A week ago. Reagan reportedly had 
written off Ohio’s prim ary and con­ 
ceded its 97 convention delegates to 
Ford Thursday's filings were the re­ 
sult of a statewide effort launched 
Monday night 
The five districts where Reagan did 
not file cast him three delegates each. 
Reagan may lose more delegates to 
Ford before the election as signatures 


on his petitions, supposedly registered 
Republicans, are subject to official 
scrutiny.

Congress Eyes 
Plane Sale 
To Egyptians 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress is 
studying a formal State Department 
proposal to sell six Cl30 cargo planes 
to Egypt in what would be the first 
U.S.-Kgyptian arm s deal in about 20 
years 
The proposed sale, which has drawn 
opposition from supporters of Israel 
and from the Israeli government, was 
announced Thursday by the Pentagon 
and State Department. 
S ecretary 
of 
S tate 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger is expected to be questioned 
on the proposal today when he appears 
before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 
Three comm ittee m em bers. Sens. 
Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., Clifford Case, R- 
N.J., and Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., had previously sought Kissin­ 
ger’s assurance that if the $65-million 
sale goes through it will be the last of 
its kind this year. 
Javits said Thursday the panel 
planned to give the sales proposal 
“very careful attenton," although he 
said the struggle in the Middle Hast 
"in my judgment is not going to be 
helped toward peace by accelerating 
the arm s race there ..." 
The C130 sale is seen by many 
supporters of Israel as an opening 
wedge that could lead to a vastly ex­ 
panded sales program to rebuild the 
Egyptian arm ed forces. 
Previously, the State Department 
had indicated the sale of the Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. transport planes would 
cost only $39 million 
In its letter to Congress announcing 
its intent to go ahead with the sale, the 
departm ent said that the increase is 
due to the addition of a one-year supply 
of replacement parts for the six 
planes.

Anticrim e Bills Progress In Ohio Assem bly 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - State 
law m akers advanced bills aimed at 
arsonists and other crim inals before 
adjourning Thursday until early next 
week. 
They left in doubt, however, the fate 
of an other m easure designed to 
eliminate Ohio's bed sheet prim ary 
ballots. The Hoase refused to concur in 
Senate amendm ents, leaving unan­ 
swered a question of whether voters 
will have to m ark cumbersome paper 
ballots in the June 8 prunary instead of 
being able to use machines. 


House sponsors said they will move 
to have the elections bill reconsidered 
next Tuesday. It m ust be enacted by 
April 9 in order for the secretary of 
state to prescribe the form of ballots 
for 
the 
upcom ing 
p resid en tial 
primary 


The Senate voted without dissent to 
extend UTimunity from lawsuits to 
insurance companies which cooperate 
with public officials on arson investi­ 
gations 


went to the House, say under present 
law, companies are reluctant to turn 
over results of their investigations for 
fear that if they lost their own suits to 
recov er d am ag es, they could be 
countersued 


Under the m easure by Sen. charles 
L. Butts, I>-23 Cleveland, they would be 
immune from such countersuits unless 
a determ ination were made that they 
had acted "with malice or in bad 
faith," Butts told the Senate 


Sponsors of the enabling bill, which 
His bill has broad support (rom fire 


chiefs in most of Ohio’s big cities, 
including Cincinnati where dam ages 
from incendiary type fires shot up to 
$2 6 million last year, compared with 
only $600,000 the year before. Butts 
said more than half (56 4 per cent) of 
the fires last year in Toledo were a t­ 
tributed to arson or incendiary causes 


The Hoase. meanwhile, resurrected 
and approved a previously sidetracked 
bill that sets six months imprisonment 
and a $7,500 fine for throwing a hard 
object or firing a gun at a motor 


vehicle, boat, plane, tram , or other 
vehicle. 
The bill resulted from the death of a 
Bucyrus girl 15 months ago She was 
fatally injured when a 20-pound chunk 
of asphalt was thrown from an over­ 
pass on the Ohio Turnpike and hit her 
car. 
The House approved the bill rn early 
January, 
but 
called 
it 
back 
for 
reconsideration to correct technical 
difficulties 
The m easure by Hep 
Arthur Wilkowski, IM6 Tole<k>. now 
goes to the Senate 


In other action, the House approved 
88-0 a m easure that calls for up to 30 
days in jail and a $250 fine for im ­ 
personating 
a 
police 
officer 
The 
penalty would jump to 15 years in jail 
and a $7,500 fine if a felony were 
comm itted during the impersonation 
By a vote of 89-0. the House for­ 
warded to the Senate an emergency 
bill that perm its the state to insure its 
own motor vehicles It was introduced 
after a contract with a private in­ 
surance company was not renewed 
becaase of a massive* rate increase.

Which meaas we rode at the* head of 
the column of guns and caissons with a 
red-and-white pennant sucking out of a 
stirrup 
I always felt that Major Mont­ 
gomery Siako III made a double 
mistake whe*n he told Trooper and me 
that we would do guidon duty. Trooper 
hated all other horses and one human - 
me. I was a rear-rank buck private, 
still learning to ride a two-whe*el bike 
The major, I suspect, was a .sadist. 
Anyone who is the* third of any name 
can't be all good. Sisko watched me 
mount Trooper, who turned in a Ught 
circle trying to bite my leg, and he 
would bellow, "Soldier, are you going 
to ride that horse or is he going to ride 
you?" 
Good question. Bad time to ask. 
Trooper spent the* sununer nights on 
an outdoor picket line with 34 horses I 
drew extra duty grooming all 35 nags 
Army horses are the only ones in the 
world who spend the night wise­ 
cracking and telling each other what 
they will do to their riders tomorrow 
One Saturday I decided to ride 
Trooper at a trot all morning until he 
was lathered and weary. Then I would 
talk nice to him 
Well, as the fella says, it takes two to 
tango. I flung a McClellan saddle on 
this Hitler of horses and januned a 
bridle in his fat mouth. Trooper knew it 
was Saturday und walked uneasily 
around the picket lines 
He broke into a trot. I yanked on the 
reins. He flung his head up and in­ 
creased speed Soon he was thundering 
at a gallop He cut through the com* 
pony streets I sawed the reins as 
noncoms flapped out of the tents 
wondering who the nut could be. 
Trooper swung through a pine woods 
and header! for officer county This, of 
course, comes under the criminal 
procedure code. The officers were in 
the middle of a baseball game on their 
very own grassy diamond 
Wives and children were yelling and 
applauding. They screened the infield. 
My horse sounded like the San Andreas 
Fault wrenching itself to death The 
people heard him and split 
At the last second. I saw a peanut 
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stand. So did Trooper. He cleared 
everything, including the tin whistle.

falling out of bed 
Trooper saved his best shot for the 
day before we broke camp. We were 
leading the regiment out for firing 
practice at Oliphant Hill 
He was 
unusually tractable, lh* did not lay his 
ears bark He did not try to kick 
nearby horses He didn’t even buck 
Anyone who has made the trip knows 
that there Is a huge elm on the way to 


the hill. It is shaped like a giant bean 
shooter. The trunk Ls thick for four or 
five feet, then it splits in two heavy 
branches. The trail splits so that guns 
and men can go either way around the 
tree. 


I was lulled into believing that this 
was one of his good days. When we 
carne to the split trail, Trooper 
charged. I almost fell out of the saddle. 
He ignored both trails and headed 
down the middle for the tree. 
The cannoneers were pop-eyed as 
Trooper tried to leap through the 
crotch of the elm. His chest got caught 
in it, and he hung there, four legs 
flailing in air. 


I was stuck in the saddle. Major 
Montgomery Stsko III rode up purple 
with anger.

Unable To Survive? 


WASHINGTON < Al*) 
The white- 
supremacist government in Rhodesia 
cannot survive a guerrilla war with 
black nationalists even if Cuba does 
not intervene on the side of the revo­ 
lutionaries, American intelligence 
specialists say. 
At this point, the U.S. sources also 
say there appears no option to a bloody 
war in Rhodesia as long as Crime 
Minister Ian Smith keeps power, 
unless he .suddenly reverses his posi­ 
tion on white political supremacy. 
These sources add that a major 
guerrilla effort is not expected until 
the next rainy season, which starts in 
November, when the climate favors 
hit-and run tactics. 
In any fighting, the white Rhodesian 
forces are not considered capable of 
defeating the guerrillas over the long 
run, unless they get outside help or 
unless the nationalists’ unity and 
discipline break down. 
At this stage, the U.S. analysts feel 
certain that the Ian Smith regime will 
not be aided by other countries, not 
even the white-supremacLst govern­ 
ment in neighboring South Africa. 
(hi the other side, these analysts say 
the leftist guerrilla movement is 
growing with increasing .support from 
African nations, the Soviet Union and 
(Tuna and will be in a position to 
seriously challenge the Salisbury 
regime by next fall. 
The whites, led by Smith, total only 
about 270,000 and are outnumbered by 
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Rhodesian blacks 20 to I. The govern­ 
ment army has only 3,000 regulars and 
an effective reserve force of 10,000. 
To date, intelligence sources say, 
there are about 1,000 guerrillas in 
Rhodesia with 4,000 more trained 
fighters Just across the border in 
Mozambique. More guerrilla troops 
are being recruited and trained and 
should be ready within the year, the 
American sources add. 
In explaining the dismal outlook 
seen for Smith, U.S. specialists say 
that even South African Prime 
Minister Johannes Vorster has made it 
clear to Smith that he will not help him 
keep power. 
Negotiations have broken down 
between Smith and nationalist leaders 
on a transfer of power to the black 
majority, and Smith has rejected 
British efforts to arrange a settlement. 
The "best hope” now for avoiding a 
bloody overthrow is "a palace revolt," 
according 
to 
the 
intelligence 
specialists. 
They explain they are not talking 
about a coup Rather Smith would be 
told by business and political leaders 
that he must resign to be replaced by 
officials who would negotiate an end to 
white control. 
Rut even this option is given little 
chance of success. Most of the whites 
support Smith, and it would be difficult 
to pressure the stubborn prime 
minister to back away, the experts 
say.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
House voted 894) Thursday to authorize 
the state to self insure its motor 
vehicles, aircraft and watercraft 
agaiast liability claims. 
But the state Department of Tran­ 
sportation grounded its 8,000 vehicles 
Thursday rather than operate under 
the plan. The department is looking for 
a new insurer to handle its expired 
liability policy. 
"The bill will permit the state to 
cover its own employes during the 
time they are acutally working for the 
State of Ohio," said sponsor William 
Hinig, D-96 New Philadelphia. 
The bill was sent to th** Senate where 
Hintg predicted prompt action. 
The Tuscarawas County lawmaker 
described the legislation as a "stopgap 
measure that will remain in effect only 
through July I, 1977." 
In the meantime, he said, the 
legislature would approve a more 
comprehensive bill. 
Under the bill being considered, 
each state agency would set aside a 
reserve fund equal to premium 
payments under old insurance policies 
to pay any claims resulting from 
mishaps involving state vehicles.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A con­ 
troversial bill giving school teachers 
more protection against having school 
boards refuse to renew their contracts 
squeaked out of the House Education 
Committee Wednesday night 
11-10 
after weeks of debate and testimony. 
The vote was almost along party 
lines with Democrats in support with 
one exception— Rep. John E. Johnson. 
D-68 Orrville. Republicans cast all 
nine other votes against the con­ 
troversial bill which now goes to the 
Rules 
Committee 
for 
possible 
assignment to a floor vote 
Foremost among proponents of the 
legislation is the 83,000-rnember Ohio 
Education Association, which claims it. 
is long overdue. It says the bill is 
needed to provide teachers with "due 
process," or a chance to be heard, 
before school boards can dismiss them 
or refuse to renew contracts. 
The 
Ohio 
school 
boards’ 
or­ 
ganization, 
principals’ 
associations 
and the Parent Teachers Association 
fought the measure in the committee 
headed by Rep. Marcus A. Roberto, D- 
62 Ravenna. They claimed in general 
that it gives too much protection for 
leachers on limited contracts and 
imposes 
other 
administrative 
obligations that are vague or otherwise 
unenforceable. 


William J. Brown said the state could 
not legally insure itself. The bill would 
change that, authorizing in law state 
self insurance. 
About 14,000 state vehicles used to be 
covered by a liability policy, but when 
the policy expired Jan. I, officials 
found renewal costs too high. About 
6,000 vehicles, Including aircraft and 
boats, were not covered by the policy 
which expired. 
Highway Patrol vehicles were 
placed under an emergency liability 
policy when the old policy expired. 
The transportation department is 
seeking a similar arrangement, since 
workers expressed concern over 
possible lapses in coverage under the 
self insurance plan. 
The emergency plan was expected to 
be obtained sometime today, ac­ 
cording to Transportation Director 
Richard Jackson. 
While the department is waiting for 
that policy to be signed, Jackson or­ 
dered his department’s vehicles 
grounded except for emergency 
travel. 


The Black I,aws of Ohio were 
repealed by the 1846-1849 session of the 
Legislature. The laws prohibited 
settlement of blacks unless they could 
show a certificate of their freedom and 
provide freeholders to give security for 
their good behavior. The laws ex­ 
cluded blacks from the common 
schools, and prohibited blacks from 
being sworn or allowed to give testi­ 
mony in any court in any case where a 
white person was concerned. The 
repeal legislation provided schools for 
black children.

Interchange 
Of Viruses 
Pondered 


WASHINGTON (A P) - No one 
seems sure, but Agriculture Depart­ 
ment scientists say pigs can probably 
catch the flu from humans as well as 
pass it on to them if everyone con­ 
cerned is not careful. 


Swine 
that means hogs and pigs — 
have recently come in for notoriety 
with the identification of a deadly 
"swine flu strain" of virus, and the 
government announced plans Wed­ 
nesday to vaccinate 
Americans 
against the disease. 


The swine flu strain was blamed for 
20 million deaths worldwide in a 1918 
epidemic, 
including 
500,000 
Americans. The rare kind of flu, which 
now has cropped up again, reportedly 
was first identified or associated 
among swine and thus named after the 
barnyard animals. 


Dr. J M. Hejl, deputy administrator 
of USDA's Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service, said pigs catch 
colds and flu the same as humans and 
that those ailments probably can be 
passed back and forth between people 
and pigs. 


" I don’t know, but lf I can believe 
what I read, I think they are saying 
that people can be affected by a flu 
virus from swine," 
Hejl 
told 
a 
reporter. "If it goes one way (from 
hogs to people), I would think it could 
go the other way (from people to 
hogs), too." 
Hejl said, however, that flu is not 
considered by USDA to be as a big 
threat to swine as hog cholera - which 
is not transmitted to humans — and 
that la* was not aware of an effective 
vaccine to protect swine against the 
nu. 


Cultists Becoming Christians? 


NEW YORK (AP) - 
Far-out 
cultists, after being restrained, 
sometimes show 
a 
readiness 
few 
gentler aspirations 
At least that's 
indicated by reports about several 
former extreme militants, including 
one of the "Manson family.” 
Accounts say they’ve become earn­ 
est Christians. 
Whatever the factors involved, 
whether circumstances, expediency or 
conscientious reappraisal, church 
workers in prisons say various 
onetime adherents of violence have 
turned to Biblical faith 
The reported turnabouts have in­ 
direct parallels to the claims of 
Patricia Hearst, of whom the defense 
unsuccessfully maintained that the 
cultic atmosphere of armed defiance 
submerged her own c haracter through 
duress and fear. 
Now, removed from the pressures, it 
was argued, she had repudiated the 
violence, a claim that didn’t prevent 
the jury fron convicting her. 
In different contexts, and under 
varying motivations, former militants 
now in prison such as ex-Black Pan­ 
ther leader Eldridge Cleaver; claimed 
founder of the Symbionsese I jberation 


Army Clifford Jefferson; convicted 
Black liberation Army leader Tim 
Dudley and convicted murderess 
Susan Atkins of the 
Manson fam ily" 
reportedly have rejected former ways 
and espoused Christianity. 
Concerning Cleaver, now in jail in 
Alameda, Calif ., after returning to this 
country voluntarily last fall from 
seven years as a fugitive in Algeria to 
face charges of attempted murder in a 
1968 gun battle 
with police, 
jail 
chaplain Glenn Morrison is quoted in 
Baptist Press service : 
" I just helped him put the pieces 
together. He knew he had a spiritual 
vaccum in his life and came to realize 
Jesus Christ could fill it. I feel the man 
is a genuine Christian. He Is not ready 
to talk about it now because he doesn’t 
want to be labeled as hypocritical 
Christian." 
The story of the change in Susan 
Atkins, now serving a life sentence in 
the California Institute for Women, Is 
told in the Americna Baptist magazine 
by 
Pete 
and 
Carol 
Bekendam, 
members of the First Baptist church of 
Pomona, Calif. 
"The chaplain called me and said he 
had a request for a baptism — It had to 


be by immersion and he had no facil­ 
ities," Bekendum recalls. Bekendam 
says he supplied a sixfoot farm tank, 
and the baptism took place on the 
prison lawn. 


Afterward, Mrs. Bekendam relates. 
Susan said, "Thank the Ixsrd, I ’m 
clean." Adds Mrs. Bekendam: " I 
know it was real. The joy on Susan's 
face was something to see." 
Convicted with Manson and three 
others of the 1969 murders of actress 
Sharon Tate and six others, Miss 
Atkins, 27, has claimed she acted 
under control of drugs and being 
"brainwashed" by Manson 


Revolutionary movements of 1830 
and 1848, sending many thousands of 
Germans into exile, brought many of 
them to Ohio In 1830, for example, 
only five per cent of Cincinnati resi­ 
dents were of German stock but within 
IO years a fourth of the city population 
was German. Other large German 
colonies were established in north­ 
western Ohio, from Mercer and 
Auglaize counties to Toledo and 
Sandusky.

legislation, Senate Bill 162 s {ion so red 
by Youngstown Senator Harry Meshel, 
had previously passed the Senate and 
now awaits Senate concurrence with 
House amendments 
lf enacted, the bill would expressly 
prohibit 
discrimination 
against 
handicapp'd persons in the areas of 
employment, housing, credit and in­ 
surance Senate Bill 162 would include 
handicapped persons within the 
provisions of the Ohio Civil Rights 
haw. 
That 
law 
now 
prohibits 
discrimination on the basis of race, 
color, religion, sex. national origin, or 
ancestry in certain matters related to 
employment opportunities, use of 
public 
accomodations, 
and 
op­ 
portunities to obtain housing or home 
financing 
However, the bill would not require 
handicapp'd persons to be employed 
or trained under circumstances that 
would significantly 
increase oc­ 
cupational hazards. Neither would it 
require the employment or training of 
handicapp'd p'rsons in a job that 
would require them to routinely un­ 
dertake any task, the performance of 
which would be substantially impaired 
by their handicap 
Senate Rill 162 would prohibit in­ 
surance companies from knowingly 
using underwriting standards that 
result in unfair discrimination against 
handicapp'd persons. Rut it would 
permit reasonable classifications of 
handicapp'd persons for the purpose 
of determining insurance rates. 
Finally, the bill would alter present 
motor vehicle laws to entitle han­ 
dicapp'd persons to special driver’s
